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THE WEBB PRIZE 



The annual Webb Prize of Three Hundred 
Dollars was instituted in 1887 by Dr, W. 
Seward Webb, of New York, to be awarded 
during the lifetime of the founder to the 
best landscape in the exhibition, painted by 
an American artist under forty years of 
age. The award to be made by the Jury 
of each annual Exhibition, and not to be 
given to the same artist a second time. 

In 1001 the limitation of age was re- 
moved, and the prize is now awarded for 
the best landscape or marine picture in the 
exhibition painted by an American artist 
who has not already received the prize.
